Champ Clark and James U. Mann are the leading candidates for 
the honor at the present time and it is practically assured that if 
the Democfiils .iic sueecssful the i)reHeMt H|)eakei' will succeed him- 
self. While Congressman .Mann is the logical candidate of the IJe- 
.publicans there is some opposition to him within his own- party and 
if the HeiMililieaiis are to present a solid front and attract cmou),'!! 
independent votes to make a majority they may have to support 
anbther candidate.' there is also a feeling among some Republicans 
that it woidd he iiilviintiiKt'ons politically for their party to permit 
the re-election of Speaker Clark. 

The prospect of a deadlock in the lower house of the Sixty- fifth 
congress calls to mind some famous deadlocks of the past. In the 
Thirty-first congress, which assenihled in 1849, there were 112 Demo- 
crats, 10') AVhigs and IH Free Soilers. The Free Soilera held the 
balance of power as the lndei)endents will this year. Robert C. 
Winthroj) was the speaker of the preceding congress as is Si>eaker 
Clnrk now. Kifjlit of the Free Soilers refused to support Winthrop 
because he had ijtuoi'ed the anti-sliivcry sentiment in the appoint; 
nient of commitlccs. Finally, Howell Cobli. a (Jeorgia Democrat, was 
elected on tlie sixty-third ballot after scenes of wild disorder that 
threj^ned bloodshed. 



In 18.').') there was iiimnsi ;i compb ti' olilileration of parly lines. 
Whigs had practically disiippeared'and the Democrats were fac- 
tioimll,\* .divided. The house was deadlocked for two months on the 
speakership. The contest ended with the ISUd ballot when Na- 
thaniel i'. Banks was elected. 

' The Thirty-sixth congress, which mot in 1850. was composed of 
109 Republicans, 88 .Vdministration Democrats, 2^1 Southern Aiiieri- 
cans and four Northern Americans. .\a])arty had a uuijority. (i. .\. 
Grow and John Sherman were- the leading Republican candidates 
but Grow withdrew after the ballot and the Uepublieans rallied be 
hind Sherman. So bitter a light was made against Sheruuiii that tin 
Republicans finally brought forward William Pennington, a new 
member with no record to make him enemies. Pennington was ch-d. 
ed on the forty-fourth ballot. 

The contest over the speakership in the Sixty-fifth congress may 
not be as exeitinp; iis lin'se three contests durin? the twcJve years 
that preceded the civil war but it promises more excitement than any 
similar struggle within the memory of the present generation.

Washington, January -2— Wliethor 
the United States shall enter a world 
peace league, and, as many rontond. 
tl<ereby abandon ItB traditionul policy 
<i iiiMMalkiii ami lui I'lilaiinliiiK alli- 
um-i's, was laiil sniiarcly licl'iirt' Con- 
gress am! till' ooiiiury loilay by Pres- 
ident WllBon In a iieruoual addri BH to 
the Senate. 

For tbp nrst time In more than W 
years a Prosldcnt of the I'nited States 
appeared in the Sonair cliamber to 
discuss the iiation's t'orcUn relations 
after the manner of Washington, 
Adams and Madison.- The effect was 
to leave Congress, all offlelal quarters 
and the foreign diplomats amazed and 
bewildered. Immediately there arose 
a shari) division of opinidn over the 
property as well as the snbHtance of 
the President's proposal.

. London, January 28— Prestdbnt Wil- 
son's address to the United States 
Senate has furnished the British Gov- 
ernment and public with a surprise 
as 'electrifying as his mediatory note 
to the lielllKoronts. With the exception 
of the Manchester Guardian and the 
Daily News, which are the only papers 
in Great Britain that can be ciassifled 
as paclflcatory In policy, the press 
gives the I'reHident's utterances an un- 
friendly reception and engages In 
much speculation over the meaning, 
which, it is considered, may be con- 
oealed behind certain passages. 

Public men interviewed begin with 
courteous tribute to hte President's 
'good intentions, and end hy support- 
ing Great Uritain's niiasures. While 
the povernment ran not make any 
. direct reply to a communication from 
the President to the United States 
Senate, there is certain to be discus- 
sion in Parliament. 

Possible action by the American 
Congress on committing the nation to 
membership In an International peace 
league is awaited with greatest inter- 
est. Both David Lloyd George, in his 
historic maiden speech as Prime Min- 
ister, and Viscount Grey, while Min- 
ister of Koroii;ii Affairs, stated strons- 
ly that membersliip In such a league, 
without obligations to force its de- 
crees by arms would be useless. 
' The effect of President Wilson's pol- 
icy on the status of the Monroe Doc- 
trine is discussed with equal interest. 
Several Drltisli piiblicistB. notably I.. 
J. Maxse, editor of the National Re- 
view, suggested recently that Great 
Britain Is entitled to a weighty voice 
in any international movement in the 
American hemisphere because of the 
Rrowing importance of Canada as one 
of the foremost nations of that hemis- 
phere.

Seven l>eHir«yern of the Kalsei** Tor- 
pedo Fleet are Monk by British 
Forres Off (;oa»t of Holland— 
EiffUsh Vessel Is Sunk In 

London, January 18— In an engage- 
ment between British light naval 
forces and German torpedo boat de- 
stroyers In tbte North Sea last night a 
Uernian destroyer was sunk and the 
ctlier torpedo craft scattered, It was 
officially announced tonight 

The sinking of a Britls)i torpedo 
boat destroyer in another engagement 
with German torpedo boat destroyers 
in the vicinity of Schouwen Bank last 
night, with the loss of three officers 
and forty-four of the orew, also was 
announced. 

The text of the official announce- 
ment says: 

"I^ist night, while our light forces 
were patrolling the North Sea not far 
from the Dutch coast, they met a divi- 
sion of enemy torpedo boat destroy 
ore. A short engagement took place 
during which one of the enemy tor 
pedo boat destroyers was sunk and 
the rest scattered, having suffered con 
siderabic puiiisbment. Darkness pre 
vented the full results of the action 
from being observed. 

"During last night there was also a 
short, sharp engagement between 
enemy torpedo boat destroyers and 
our own destroyers In the vicinity o( 
SclioiiHcn Bank. During this engage- 
ment, one of our torpedo boat destroy- 
ers was struck by a torpedo, the ex- 
plosion killing throe officers and for 
ty-four of the crew. She subsequently 
was sunk by our own ships. Relatives 
of the victims have been Informed 
Our ships suffered no other casual- 
ties." 

According to a Renter's dispatch 
from Yrouiden, It was officially stat- 
ed that four were killed aboard the 
V-69, including the commander. Lieu 
tenant Boehm, and the commander of 
the notilla. Captain Schultz. 

German ofllcers refuse information 
about the engagement, the scene of 
action or the strength of the flotilla. 

According to a Hague report to the 
Exchange Telegraph Company, twc 
German ships were sunk and thret 
others badly damaged in the North 
Sea fight. 

Eight GemaB Vidlms 
lx>ndon, January 28— Reports from 

Ymulden received by Rueter's Tele- 
graph Company via Amsterdam says' 
t'.iat f!(Tiiiaii lorpi ilo boats last iii^li 
attempted to leave Zecbrugge to avoid 
the ice which was very thick. Immrd 
lately they were attacked by a large 
British squadron. The action opened 
at short range, and early In the figb 
the bridge of the German destroyer 
V.69 was swept away by a direct hli 
the commander and two officers he^ 
Ing killed. 

The V-69 llred one torpedo and was 
then hit by another British shell, 
which knocked the funnel fiat oii ihr 
deck. Still another shell put a hoi 
the fore part of the vessel. 

The crew of tli? V-69 numbere 
about sixty. It would appear from th 
statements of the men that seven otb 
cr German vessels were sunk. The 
^'•69 belonged to the home fleet.
